W a s h in g to n , February l . —1The Re­ 
publicans have been making strenuous 
efforts all day to obtain n quorum of 
tbeir own members in the House, to 
finally dispose of the pending election 
case without recourse to counting Demo* 
crate present and not voting. 
Yester­ 
day's largest vo?e was 103, or two lets 
than a Republican quorum. This morn­ 
ing O’Donnell, of Michigan, who had 
been unavoidably absent, returned and 
the Republicans thought they eaw their 
way clear,for his voto, with the addition of 
th a t of the Speaker, would make up 165, 
just a quorum. It waa soon discovered, 
however, that Niedringhaus had gone to 
New York. Telegrams were immediat­ 
ely dispatched, and it is possible Nied- 
ringhans will reach the city tonight. 
M -anwhile it was found that Rockwell, 
who ii ill,was wil'ing injtheemergency to 
risk the danger of exposure and fatigue, 
and come to the capítol, so a quotum is 
still among the possibilities. 
Others 
absent on the Republican side are Wil­ 
ber, who is so ill that his attendance is 
out of the question, and Caswell. This 
member has beou at his home at the bed­ 
side of his sick wife, but the news has 
reached here that she ia de.d, and Cas­ 
well, yielding to the emergency, will be 
in W ashington again next week.

a s h i n g t o n , February 1.—The pub- 
l c seemed to have taken it for granted 
th at the great parliamentary struggle in 
the House was practically oyer, and that 
the exciting and turbulent scones of the 
last few days were not to be kept up, be­ 
cause the galleries while pretty w-ll 
filled af the hour of meeting today, did 
not present the jammed appearance of 
yeiterday, and there 
wa-j no such 
pressure and surging through the cor­ 
ridors aH was the Cise yesterday. Never­ 
theless there was an understanding, 
among the members that the Democrats 
WAiid persist in their tactics, and ob­ 
struct, as far as possible, all legislative 
proceedings, so long as there in no regu­ 
lar code of rules to govern them. 
The Speaker, at the elote of prayer, 
directed the clerk to read tbo journal of 
yesterday. 
One of the reading clerks 
proceeded to do so, but when he came 
to the phrase, “ yeas and nava,” etc., 
McMilliu interrupted, and required that 
the reading be in full. 
“ D ies 
the 
gentlem an,” said 
the 
Speaker, 
“ desire the reading of the 
names?” 
“ I do,” was McMillni’s response, and 
the Speaker ordered that to be done. 
The clerk started out again, and rushed 
through the names at railroad speed. 
The journal embraced a full stenographic 
report of the Speaker's explanation yes­ 
terday in reply to Bynum’s question of 
pertioual privilege, including points of 
“ general applause,” etc. The reading 
was 
closed at 12:20, and 
instantly 
Springer was on his feet with a motion tc 
correct the journal. 
McKinley was not d o precipitate, but 
he got up slowly and moved that the 
journal be approved, calling for the pre­ 
vious motion on that question. 
The Speaker recognized McKinley, but 
Springer was not to be ignored, and im ­ 
mediately made a motion to adjourn, 
“ in view oi the fact that we have no 
rules.” 
“ The gentleman from Illinois,” eeid 
the Speakor, blandly, “ is out of order in 
m aking any m oiou to adjourn. The 
question is now: Shall the House ad­ 
journ?” 
He put the question to the House, but 
ge. eral Democrats demanded the yeas and 
nays, aud that interesting feature was 
proceeded with. 
The Democrats did not refrain from 
voting, and consequently it was not ne­ 
cessary fur the Speaker to keep hie little 
m em orandum of the members present 
and not voting. 
After the roll call was 
completed the Speaker was about to an­ 
nounce the result, but was stopped by a 
demand from McMillin, that a recapitu­ 
lation of the vote be read. That also 
helped to consume time, and it waa 1 p. m 
when the result waa announced, yeaa 
135, nays 158; so the House refused to 
adjourn. 
The next step in the procedure waa to 
call for the previous question on McKin­ 
ley’s motion to approve the journal of 
yesterday. Tbe yeas and nays were de­ 
manded by McMillin, and were ordered. 
This tim e tbo Democrats did refrain from 
voting, an-1 it became necessary for the 
Speaker to note the names of those pres­ 
ent, and who declined to vote. 
As the Speaker rose to announce the 
result of the vote, Dockery asked whether 
it waa not proper to have pairs an­ 
nounced. 
The Speaker—The Chair thinks that 
the time that is being occupied precludes 
the announcement of pairs. 
Dockery—It seems to me that it would 
be simply an act of justice. 
The Speaker—It 
would be an act 
gimply of justice if there were time, but 
inasmuch as many sick men are beine 
kept here by the proceedings indulged 
in, it would seem unkind to them. 
McMilHn1— As I am one of the men re­ 
flected upon by the,S{>eaker’s rem arks, 
I Bhould say that nothing is being in­ 
dulged in which the Constitution does 
not authorize. 
Springer—The chair should let the 
sick people go home. 
[Laughter.J 
The Speaker read from his list the 
names of a num ber of members who 
were present but declined to vote, and 
then announced 
the following vote 
YeaB, 181; nays, 0. 
There were shouts of no quorum from 
the Democratic side, but the Speaker, 
paying no heed to them, completed his 
etutem ent: “There being a constitutional 
quorum preseut, the chairman declares 
the previous question is ordered. 
The 
question la now on the motion that the 
journal of yesterday be approved.” 
Springer interjected a motion to ad­ 
journ, but waff informed that the chair 
declined to entertain the motion. 
“ I would give as an additional reason 


for the motion,” said Springer, “ that ap 
there are manv sick men here an ad­ 
journm ent would be perfectly proper.” 
[Liughter.] 
The Speaker—The 
gentleman from 
Illinois is aware that he is out of order. 
Springer—Iu making a motion to ad­ 
journ? 
The Speaker—No; in his rem arks. 
If 
he comes to order the business of the 
country may proceed. 
Springer---Does the chair decline to 
entertain my motion to adjourn? 
The Speaker declared the question to 
ha on McKinley’s motion to approve the 
journal. 
Holman demanded the yeas and nays. 
The yeaa and nays were ordered and 
taken, the eame performance as in the 
last vote being repeated. 
The Speaker 
read the names of members present and 
not voting, and added: 
“The yeas are 
160, nays none.” 
[Democratic cries of 
| No quorum.” ] The Speaker declared: 
“The journal is approved.”2 
Bland moved that the sick members 
be excused, adding there was no neces­ 
sity of their presence, as the Speaker 
could count a quorum. 
Rowell called up the Smith-Jackson 
election case, and Crisp raised the ques­ 
tion of 
consideration. 
The Speaker 
declined to entertain it. Criep appealed 
and tbe Speaker declined to entertain the 
appeal 
Crisp then said that under pro­ 
test he would proceed. 
Springer—I rise to parliam entary in­ 
quiry. 
The 
Speaker—The gentleman from 
Goorgia has the floor, and tbe chair 
hopes the gentlemen of his own party 
will 
refrain 
from 
interrupting him. 
[Laughter on the Republican side.] 
SpriDger—I desire to ask when a mo­ 
tion to adjourn will be iu order? The 
chair said yesterday he would indicate 
when the proper time came. 
[Laughter 
on the Democratic side.] 
✓ 
Tne Speaker—The chair hopes the 
House will be in order so as to listen to 
the gentleman from Georgia. 
Crisp offered as ft substitute for the 
resolutions of the majority of the elec­ 
tions committee, those of the minority, 
declaring that Sm i'h was not elected 
from the Fourth district of W est Vir- 
vir>ia, and Jackson had been and was en- 
tit'od to retain his seat. 
He went on to 
say that his side of the Houc>o felt it right 
and proper to enter a protest against be­ 
ing required to act on a contested elec­ 
tion case in the absence (within the 
meaning of the CoDetilution) of a quorum 
of the House. Criep then defended the 
course of his side of the House, justify­ 
ing it particularly on the press reports of 
the recent Republican caucus, to the 
effVct that this and other election cases 
were to he disposed of under the general 
parliam entary law in order to increase 
the Republican majority, and that then 
the rieidity cf the new code was to be 
relaxed. 
McKinley declared that there had been 
in that caucus no discussion whatever of 
this or any other election case, end that 
no resolution, no instructions and no ex 
prestdon of opinion had been passed or 
given there on the subjact of contested 
elections. 
Rowell added that Crisp bad had per­ 
sonal information from him the day after 
the caucus that the newspaper state­ 
ment of it waa not correct. 
Crisp admitted that fact, but said flia 
statem ent had appealed in many papers 
and had never been denied. 
Besides, 
there was a corroboration of it in the 
fact that, 
although 
the 
Republican 
leader (McKinley) assured tbo House on 
the 8’<h of January that the code of rules 
would he reported within a week, no 
rules had yet been reported. 
A discussion as to the re.«pon8ibiii y 
for the delay in reporting rules took plací 
at this point between McKinley and 
Oarliele. 
The former attributed it iu 
part to the fact that Carlisle had been 
prevented by illness from attending the 
meetings of the committee, and the lat­ 
ter stated that he had been absent only 
two days on account of illness, and de­ 
clared 
his readiness at all times to 
meet with the commUteo on rules, and 
even expressed a willingness 
to have 
the committee report rules to the House 
without reference to him.^ 
Springer—In order to give the commit­ 
tee on rules a chance to report, I move 
the House adjourn. 
The S ieakei—The 
gentleman from 
Georgia has the floor. 
. 
Crisp—W hatever view the House may 
take, it is plain that if the committee on 
elections reported this case wi»h undue 
haste, the committee cn rules has not 
been in too great a hurry. 
Crisp then proceeded to argue the con­ 
tested election case. 
At the close of 
Crisp’s 
argument 
Rowell took the floor. 
He said he was 
glad to find out at last why the time of 
i,he House had been wasted many day p. 
Tne House had been told th at it had 
been the intention of the m inority 10 
meet this contested election case by dia- 
cuseicn and without delay, until they 
found a statem ent in a Republican news­ 
paper as to the intention of the Republi­ 
can side of the House. 
And yet Crisp 
admitted that he had been promptly in­ 
formed by a colleague on the committee 
on elections that there waa not a word 
of truth 
in 
that 
newspaper 
state­ 
m ent. 
Now, he (Rowell) would call 
attention 
to 
another 
newspaper 
statem ent published widely, so long ago 
as in September last, and published on 
authority of the Democratic leader of the 
House, that it was the intention of the 
minority side to resist by every means 
known to parliamentary law tbe unseat­ 
ing of any Democratic m ember whose 
seat was contested, and that, too, with­ 
out reference to the right or wroDg cf the

Rowell went onto discuss tbe facts in 
the contested election case, and spoke 
until half past five, there being no longer 
any 
time, 
according 
to

Then there

the Democratic side, but it was vote<j 
down by a viva voce vota and O Terreal 
proceeded with argument in favor 
Jackson’s right to tbe seat. 
After O’Ferrall had beeu speaking more 
than half an hoar, he s to p p e d and sug­ 
gested that he be allowed argum ent cn 
Monday. 
On this there was much con­ 
fusion and finally O’Ferrall was directed 
to go ou with his remarks. 
O’Ferrall said that as the facts in the 
case were not known to the memberB, lie 
would proceed to read from the printed 
records in the case, or would ask the 
clerk to read it. The Speaker ruled that 
it cannot bo road. 
There was consider­ 
able contest over that po int. 
Finally, after much confusion and ex­ 
citement, i t was agre ed that each side be 
allowed three hours for debate on Mon­ 
day, and with th at understanding (but 
none as to the time of taking a vote) the 
House adjourned.

Farwell was questioned this evening as 
to the truth of the statem ent th at the 
nomination of Clark as Collector of Pert 
at Chicago, was confirmed by the Senate 
in executive session on Thursday. 
“ Yes,” replied the Senator, 
“ Mr. 
Clark has been confirmed. I was not in 
the Senate at the time, but I consented 
to it. 
I could no doubt have defeated 
his confirmation, but it would aviil 
nothing; it would have resulted ia pun­ 
ishing a worthy citizen, th at’s all.” 
“ The President’s nomination oi Clark,” 
he continued, “ waa a very astouishiug 
and unusual proceeding, and in making 
it he wholly ignored the wishes of the 
Illinois delegation, and acted in a veiy 
f.traoge m anner towards them. 
He did 
rot even consult any one of them. 
Campbell was not only the choice of the 
entire delegation, but undoubtedly tbe 
choice of the people, and I construe 
President Harrison’*» action ia this mat­ 
ter—his refusal to appoint Campbell—as 
a deliberate affront, and do not doubt 
that he intended it as such.” “ How do 
you explain the President’s action?’’ 
was asked. 
“ Why, I happened to be chairman of 
the Illinois delegation at the last national 
convention, and hold the delegation solid 
for a num ber of 
ballots for Judge 
Gresham. 1 can Ree no other cau?e for h e 
notion. 
He seems to think that offices 
belong to him personally, arid not to the 
people. 
Mr. Lincoln thought otherwise. 
Mr. Campbeli was chairman of our cam­ 
paign committee and devoted months of 
hie tim e and his whole local energies for 
the election of Harrison. 
Clark did not 
do this. 
But then this is Harrison’s 
way of rewarding his political friends. 
I regret that he entertains such notions, 
for it rem its in the disruption of the 
party to which he and I belong.” 
“ It seems to m e,” continued the Sen­ 
ator, “ that it is the duty of those holding 
iuipoitant official poaitionp, to try and 
carry out the will of the people, but in 
this m atter Harrison has wholly ignored 
ihem, and as far as I remember, this is 
the first instance in which the wishes of 
the entire delegation iu Congress from 
aDy State have been so completely dis 
regarded.”

W a s h in g to n , February 1.—The House 
Committee on Territories today took up 
for consideration the bill organizing the 
Territory cf Oklahoma. 
The bill was 
taken up out of its order in accordance 
with tli9 recommendation of the Presi 
dent, conveyed to the chairman of the 
committee through the Secretury of tb> 
Interior, that early action looking 
legislation for the government of OkI* 
homa be taken by CoDgresH. 
Favorable 
progress was made with the bill, and 
every effort ia being made to get the bill 
ready for prepentation to the II use at 
the earliest opportunity. 
The Hill provides for the establishment 
of District Courts at Guthrie, Oklahoma 
City, Kingfisher, Edmond and a place in 
the southwestern part of the Territory to 
he hereafter designated by the Governor. 
The committee also determined to incor­ 
porate in the bill a provision making the 
laws of Nebraska applicable to the new 
Territory; authority is, however,given to 
the subcommittee to subs’i:ute the laws of 
some other State in the place of those of 
Nebraska, in the event uf finding of pro­ 
visions in those laws which are not com­ 
patible with the new Territory.

POLICE COURTS KNOCKED OUT. 


The S uprem e C ourt G ran ts T oai’s 
Appeal and O rders J u d g ­ 
m en t Reversed.

San F rancisco, February 1.—A de­ 
cision was rendered yeeterday by the Su­ 
premo Court Commissioners in the case 
of the people, respondent, vs. Toal, ap­ 
pellant, which invalidates part of the 
Los Angeles charter. 
Toal was con­ 
victed of asBaultto m urder and appealed. 
Defendant contended that the Police 
Court of the city of Los Angeles, before 
the judge of which his preliminary ex­ 
amination was hfild, was not a legal 
couit; th at the judge thereof was not 
author zed by the Constitution of the 
State to perform the function of a magis­ 
trate. 
In support of this contention de­ 
fendant declared that the provisions of 
thechaiter of Los Angeles, under which 
L. Stanton, the police judge who sat as 
committing m agistrate in his case, was 
elected, are in violation of Article 6, Sec­ 
tion 13 of th e State Constitution, which 
says the Legislature shall fix by law 
the 
jurisdiction 
of 
any 
inferior 
courts which may be established in 
pursuance of Section 1 of that article, and 
«hall fix by law the powers, duties and 
responsibilities of the judges thereof. 
The Court Buys: 
“ It seems to us that 
the police judge of Los Angeles had no 
jurisdiction or authority as a magistrate, 
and that there w aa no authority of law 
for the filing of the information against 
dt fondant, and therefore the action to 
set aside the information should have 
been granted. 
We therefore advise that 
the judgm ent and the order be reversed.’

S a n F r a n c is c o , February 1.—The Su­ 
preme Court, yesterday, rendered a de­ 
cision in the San Diego contested election 
case of Jan.es Russell, defendant, vs. 8. 
A. McDowell, respondent. 
A t the gen­ 
eral election held November 6lh, 1888, 
ilussell was the Republican and Mc­ 
Dowell was the Democratic candidate for 
Sheriff of San Diego county. 
McDowell 
received a certificate of election. 
Rus 
t*ll filed a petition contesting his right 
to tbo * ffi/e. 
The grounds of contest 
were misconduct ot the election board 
aud 
illegal votts. 
At 
the 
trial 
of the case, the Superior Court found 
that 228 illegal votes had beon cast and 
apportioned them among the candidates, 
ti¿ue giving a plurality of 164 votes foi 
MéDowtdJ. 
Judgm ent was passed in his 
favor, confirming hi* election. 
Russell 
appealed, contending 
that the court 
erred iu apportioning among the candi­ 
dates the illegal votes. The Supreme 
Court says: 
“ The court candoD othing 
better, in the absence cf proof as to how 
the illegal votes were cast, than to make 
an apportionment, or to throw out tbe 
precincts at which they have been re­ 
ceived on tbe ground of the inalconduct 
of the electing board. But in the absence 
of any proof th at any of these illegal 
votes were cast for McDowell, the court 
has no right to deduct from his vote 
more than his just proportion. There 
was no error in the apportionment of the 
illegal votos. The pull lists of certain 
precinto show th at no record was kept of 
the place of residence of voters, as re­ 
quired by the political code, and the 
election boards of these precincts wore 
therefore guilty of rnaiconduct. The Su­ 
perior Court erred in not finding any 
material 
malconduct of 
the election 
boards. 
For this error judgment muet 
be reversed and the cause remanded.

Chronicle has completed a sum m ary of 
the raisin yield in California for th e year 
1889, based upon actual shipping statis­ 
tics. 
Toe total shipments aggregated 
1,664 000 boxes, representing 
nearly 
33.000.000 pounds of raisins, an increase 
of 12,000,000 pounds over the year 1888, 
and double the yield of the year 1887 
The statem ent includes raisins in boxes 
and dried grapes, whether shipped in 
boxeB or crates. 
Fresno City leads with 532,000 boxeB, 
while other points in Fresno county swell 
the total to 632,000. 
Riverside follows 
with 225,000 boxes; San Diego, 130,000; 
Los Angeles, 125,000; Redlands, High­ 
lands, etc., 71,000; Ontario and vicinity, 
39,000; Placer, 40,000; Yolo, 130 000; 
Hanford, 25,000; Merced. 25,000; Tulare 
and Porterville, 20,000; Tehama, 20,000; 
Orange, 18,000; 
Butte, 15,000; 
San 
Joaquiu, Santa Clara and Sutter, 10,000 
each. 
Other returns are scattering bat 
making the aggregate given above. 
The present bearing acreage ia placed 
at 58,000 acres; new acreage plauted, 
35.000, making a total of 93 000. The es­ 
timated return» are based on full-bearidc 
vineyarde, and thiB year’s price is placed 
at $267 per acre.

Thousands of head of stock 
are about to be shipped into this State 
from that region, in oruer that pasturing 
may he secured until the snow is gone 
and feed comes. The cattle dealers of 
Nevada are said to be hard pressed 
owing to the severe weather and great 
scarcity of feed. 
During the past two 
weeks the price of hay at Reno has 
more than doubled. 
Hay is now being 
shipped into Nevada from this State. It 
is drawn from different sections. Several 
carloads have lately gone from as far 
south as Newkall to Reno.

A Case Which Attracted Considerable 
Attention in the Police Court 
Yesterday. 


At 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
Police Court was packed with spectators 
to witness the proceedings in the street 
obstruction cases preferred against the 
Agricultural Park and Cable Railroad 
companies by the Superintendent of 
Streets. When the case of Superintend­ 
ent Hawkes was called for trial his at­ 
torney, Hon. Stephen M. W hite, re­ 
quested the court to take up the case 
against Superintendent J. C. Robinson 
And Engineer W. A. Seymour first, and 
as the city attorney offered no objection 
'thereto it was so ordered. The first wit­ 
ness called for the prosecution was Ed 
Hayes, who testified that he had worked for 
the Los Angeles Cable Railway Company 
for the past four months, but quit work 
on Friday morning last. He had not 
seen anyone working at Seventh and 
Hope street on Saturday, January 27th, 
but had prior to that date. 
J. M. Howe said he saw a gang of men 
at that place on Saturday last, but as he 
w as on a car a t the time he d id not have 
time to take more than a cursory glance 
at them as he passed and did not know 
what they were doing or who they 
were. 
Frank J. McHugh saw a gang of men 
on that date on the corner of Seventh 
and Moore streets. They were digging a 
trench for the purpose of laying a pipe. 
O. Ellis saw two gangs of men there on 
the date in question. One was digging a 
ditch for the Los Angeles Lighting Com­ 
pany, and one was laying down sacks 
diagoually across Seventh street on the 
east aide of Hope, about 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon. He did not know who they 
were or what was in the sacks, it might 
have been bullion for all he knew. Did 
not know either of the defendants, and 
never saw Colonel Robinson before in 
his life that he was aware of. 
S. McLure, foreman of the track of the 
Los Angeles Cable Company, testified 
that ho saw a number of men laying 
sacks across Seventh street at Hope." He 
was in charge of them and acting under 
the directions of Superintendent Robin­ 
son. The sacks were laid two deep and 
from curb to curb. On cross-examina­ 
tion the witness stated that the sacks 
were laid there for the purpose of keep­ 
ing the storm water out of the Grand- 
avenue power-house. A stream of water 
three feet deep was running down there 
from Reservoir No. 4, which had been 
tapped to prevent it from bursting. At 
the close of his testimony the prosecu­ 
tion rested its case. 
Captain G. C. Knox took the stand for 
the defense, and after testifying that he 
knew Reservoir No. 4 and its natural 
outlets, etc., explained to the court on a 
map of the city the diversion of the nat­ 
ural water course, and the locality of the 
alleged obstruction. He stated "that he 
had been employed by the company in 
October last to examine the watercourse, 
and iu company with Mr. Eisen he had 
gone over the ground. 
Theodore A. Eisen testified that he 
was the architect employed by the com­ 
pany in the designing and erection of all 
their power-houses. *~ That he was per­ 
sonally familiar with the dangerous con­ 
dition in which the power-houses, espe­ 
cially that at the corner of Grand avenue 
and Seventh btreet, were placed during 
the whole of the late heavy storms, and 
that notwithstanding all efforts made, 
night and day, by the company, under 
Superintendent Robinson’s 
personal 
supervision, the foundations of the build­ 
ing facing Grand avenue were swept 
away and the whole building flooded to 
an extremely dangerous extent, the fur­ 
naces being under water and all the en­ 
gines submerged. 
The building was 
only saved by the assistance of the fire 
brigade, which, for many hours,rendered 
urgent service in pumping the water out 
of the basement, thus saving the founda­ 
tions of the building from being under­ 
mined. 
Chief Strohm, of the fire brigade, testi­ 
fied to having responded to Superintend­ 
ent Robinson’s call to assist him to save 
life and property by turning out the fire 
department and ateamerH to pump out 
the Grand-avenue and Seventh-street 
power-houses. That when he arrived he 
found the whole of the machinery and 
boilers under water, and the floods still 
pouring in to a dangerous extent. That 
he, with the department, on each occa­ 
sion, labored many hours to pump out 
the water and thus save the building 
from collapsing. 
H. Z. Osborne, editor of the Evening 
Express, and who is also a resident on 
Hope street, testified thaf he was fre­ 
quently at the power-house on Grand ave­ 
nue during the great Btrorms and floods, 
and could speak of the perilous condi­ 
tion which they consider the power-house 
was in owing to the enormous volumes 
of water, which, notwithstanding all the 
efforts of Superintendent Robinson and 
his staff, poured over the streets and 
sidewalks into the foundations of the 
building. He approveo of the efforts be­ 
ing made to save the property, and de 
scribed the affixing of raud bags. 
Dr. J. 0. Zahn had lived on Flower 
Btreet for the past ten years. Was never 
troubled with water till the last two 
years where they let the water out of the 
reservoir. There was no wash until late 
in the afternoon, when the water came 
down all of a Budden in big waveB, burst­ 
ing open the brick conduit on Flower 
street and then crossing Flower street 
and following the base of the hill to Hope 
street. All damage was duo to letting 
the water out of the reservoir. 
W. A. Seymour and Superintendent J 
C. Robinson testified in detail to all that 
was done under their instructions in re­ 
spect t.o the matter, and the damage sus­ 
tained by the company by reason of the 
floods. 
E. H. Dalton, the city water overeeer 
testified that on Saturday last reservoir 
No. 4 had filled up in spite of the opening 
of the gates, and that before it over­ 
flowed there must have been at least 
fifteen feet of water over the outlet, thus 
giving the water a pretty good pressure. 
Mayor H. T. Hazard testified that the 
natural course of the water from Reser­ 
voir No. 4 was filled up, causing an im­ 
mense volume of water to come down 
Hope street. He saw the sand bags 
across seventh street and thought they 
were necessary to keep water out of the 
Grand-avenue power houBe. 
At this 
juncture the defense rested its case, and 
there being no necessity for argument, 
it was submitted by agreement of coun­ 
sel.Police Jndge Stanton in delivering 
judgment said, “I have carefully ana 
patiently listened to the evidence in this 


case. It shows conclusively that the 
city authorities and the city at large 
have failed in every measure to take any 
proper care of the water drained down 
from the hills. They should have made 
preparations to prevent the flooding of 
property, if not by a system of sewers, 
then by ditches which should be dug for 
the purpose of carrying off the water. 
The court holds in this case that in view 
of the fact that the property was being 
destroyed and that the city was not tak­ 
ing any action to prevent it, the defen­ 
dants were fully justified in taking every 
precautionary measure to prevent the 
Bame from being damaged by water. I 
will therefore dismiss the case and dis­ 
charge the defendants.” 
A NEW ENTERPRISE. 
A D a rs e P la n te r f a c to r y W ill S o o n 
S ta r t lit O p e ra tio n . 
Negotiations have been in progress for 
some time for the establishment of a 
plaster factory in this city. 
The enter' 
prise is one of more th*»n passing impor­ 
tance and deserves special public men­ 
tion. 
The necessary land bas been 
donated and ground was recently broken 
for the erection of the first building. 
The factory will be ready for operation 
in about two months. 
The company is the Alpine Piaster & 
Cement Company, incorporated in the 
State of New Jersey. 
It owns 160 acres 
of gypsum fields one mile from Alpine. 
The president is A. D. Ellis, of Syracuse, 
N. Y .; the secretary is O. C. Hinman, 
of Pasadena ; the general manager is W. 
L. Carter, of Pasadena. J. "VV. Brittau, 
of Syracuse, who has had twenty-three 
years of experience in plaster manufac­ 
ture, is the assistant manager. 
The 
foreman is a man who has had fifteen 
years of experience in the Grand 
Rapids factory. 
The factory buildings will be located 
on two acres of land in the Meade & Dal­ 
ton tract, on the corner of New Washing­ 
ton and Alameda. It was at first the in­ 
tention of the company to locate the 
factory at Alpine, but through the 
efforts of Shermau Smith, the president 
of the East Side Board of Trade and W. 
E. Hughes, the chairman of the com­ 
mittee on manufacture in the Chamber 
of Commerce, the requaite amount of 
land needed for the factory was finally 
donated in the city. The following do­ 
nated lots for the establishment: C. H. 
Churchill. Judge Shaw, George L. Ar­ 
nold. J. E. Yoakum, J. S. Van Doren, 
W. W. Barnes, W. F. Dalton, R. C. 
Carlton, Sherman Smith, J. G. McDon­ 
ald and Childs & Hillman. The South­ 
ern Pacific has been appealed to and will 
probably donate some of its adj lining 
property, and it has been agreed upon to 
put in side tracks free of charge. 
The capital of the company is $300,000. 
The firdt building for the manu­ 
facture of calcine plaster will cost 
$20,000. 
It 
will turn out from 
300 to 600 barrels a day. Two car­ 
loads of machinery have been ordered 
and are on the wav. Subsequently the 
company expecteto build factories for the 
manufacture of floor tiling and a patent 
plaster which is hard and water-proof. 
It plans also to manufacture cement from 
other materials (not gypsum) which it 
expects to secure. It will also manu­ 
facture fertilizer out of pulverized gyp­ 
sum—a 
va1 liable and much-needed 
product in this section. 
The calcine plaster now used in this 
section is most of it imported from Staten 
island, New York. There is a factory 
in San Francisco, but two-thirds of their 
product is sent to the Sandwich islands. 
The local market, which the factory will 
have to supply, is a large one, and there 
can be no question of the success of the 
enterprise.

REUNITED AT LAST. 
A n O ld C o u p le D ecid e to E n d L ife 
T o g e th e r. 
A singular event took place yesterday 
morning at a certain dwelling on Fort 
street, opposite the new court house. It 
was the formal reuniting of a married 
couple who have been living apart for 
six years. 
David Harris and his wife, Margarlt, 
came to Los Angeles about ten years ago. 
He was then 61 years of age and she 47. 
They had been living together in the 
bonds of wedlock thirty-two years in 
almost peifect harmony. The only pos­ 
sible cause of discord lay in the fact that, 
while Mrs. Harris was an active member 
of a Baptist church and a fervent be­ 
liever in the Christian doctrines, her 
husband was an infidel, and refused to 
accompany her to the place of worshif. 
However, they both behaved sensibly 
about this, and the difference of relig­ 
ious views was not of itself a serious 
enough matter to cause any disagree­ 
ment between the husband and wife. 
VIr. Harris had formerly been a resi­ 
dent of Denver, Colorado, and had made 
some money there. This he invested in 
Lob Angeles real estate, which increased 
in value until he became a very well-ti* 
do man. He built a large house on Fort 
street, near Temple, where he and bis 
wife lived, and as there was more room 
than they needed, they rented some of 
the extra apartments. One of their spare 
rooms was taken by a Baptist preacher, 
to whom Mrs. Harris appeared to take 
something of a fancy. It is said that 
they talked over religious matters a good 
deal together, and that the parson ac­ 
companied her often to church meet­ 
ings when they took place after dark. 
At last it happened that the husband, 
it is said, became a little jealous of the 
parson, and happening one evening to 
meet his wife and the preacher 
unexpectedly 
in

street, 
had his suspicions 
confirmed bv 
seeing his wife’s escort turn suddenly 
and hurry out of eight. Mr. Harris did 
not say very much, but the next day in­ 
formed his wife and his friends that he 
had decided on a separation. He did 
not make any charges* against her; he 
simply expressed the belief that they 
would do better apart. 
He proposed 
ft fair division of the property, and the 
house on Fort street was the share that 
came to her. 
This separation took place six years 
ago, after the couple had been living to­ 
gether as man and wife for thirty-six 
years. Mr. Harris left the house and 
went to hoard at the residence of a 
friend. The friends of the couple, espec­ 
ially the fellow church members of Mrs. 
Harris, were much concerned over the sep­ 
aration and atjfirst they made vigorous and 
determined efforts to bring them to­ 
gether again, but without avail. At last 
they abandoned the effort and concluded 
that the two would remain separated 
until the end of life.

He held off while the others 
were trying to bring about the reconcilia­ 
tion. A short time ago, discovering that 
his friend’s heart was beginning to soften 
and that he was inclined to believe that 
he had made a mistake.

She 
answered that she would gladly become 
his wife again, and would place back in 
his hands the property which he had 
given her at the time of their separation. 
The occasion, as has been said, took 
place yesterday morning. David Harris, 
aged now 71, and his wife, aged 57, met 
at the house on Fort street, and agreed 
to spend the rest of their lives together, 
and there was much rejoicing among 
their friends.

The single tax men supported the Demo­ 
cratic party because they are oppoeed to 
tariff legietation. The agitation of the 
tariff question has greatly aided our 
cause. 
In a recent editorial the New 
York Tim es practically takes the single 
tax position. It admits that it is only a 
question of time when this country must 
come to it. 
**I am now’on my way to Anstralia, 
where I have been called to lecture and 
to work for the cause. 
I have never 
visited there, but my books have had a 
considerable circulation, and the single 
tax 
idea appears to have 
been 
more generally adopted there than in 
any other part of the world. 
In 
South Australia a bill passed the lower 
house of Parliament giving power to mu­ 
nicipalities to levy taxes on ground values 
alone. The bill failed in the upper house 
but the drift of public sentiment was 
evidently very strong in its favor. 
"In a short time there will be a contest 
in New South Wales over the question of 
whether the single tax plan shall be put 
in operation or not. The head of the 
present government of that province is 
Sir Henry Parks. This ministry does 
not have a very secure position, it being 
supported by a majority of only one in 
Parliament. The adherents of the single 
tax scheme have given their support to 
the government, which has a strong free 
trade tendency. Recently a conference 
of mayors of the various municipalities in 
the colony took place and a resolution 
was passed calling upon 8ir Henry 
Parks to bring in a government bill the 
same as the one recently defeated in the 
South Australian Parliament—allowing 
municipalities to levy taxes on ground 
values alone. Sir Henry agreed to carry 
out the request. If the bill passes and 
becomes a law an opportunity will be af­ 
forded for testing in a thoroughly free 
and enlightened community the feasi­ 
bility of the single tax plan. I shall go 
to New South Wales and take a hand in 
the contest.” 


THE SINGLE TAX IDEA. 
H e n ry G e o rg e lilv c» a n A c c o u n t o f 
I ta f r e s e n t S ta tu * . 
The famous author of "Progress and 
Poverty,” Henry George, arrived in Los 
Angeles yesterday morning to fulfill a 
lecture engagement. He registered at 
the Hollenbeck, where he was seen in 
the af:ernoon by a reporter of this paper. 
"W hat is the present status of the 
single tax movement?” he said, repeat­ 
ing the question that had been asked 
It is spreading with great rapidity into 
all quarters of the globe where freedom 
of thought and opinion is allowed. I 
left England on the 20th of last July, 
after a lecture tour through Great Britain 
and Ireland. The advance of the idea 
is Bhowing itself there in the radical 
wing of the Liberal party. Tn the pro­ 
grammes which have been issued pre- 
liminaiy to the parliamentary election 
soon lo take place—their programmes 
correspond to our party platforms—there 
havti been decided expressions of opinion 
on the single tax question, which show 
how firmly it is taking hold. Another 
evidence is in the 
standing for 
Parliament and the probable elec­ 
tion of a number of 
its advo­ 
cates. It also appears in the action of 
the London Council and other municipal 
bodies in passing resolutions asking for 
legislaron for the assessment of taxes 
on land values irrespective of improve­ 
ments. 
‘In Ireland the general feeliDgof dis­ 
content which prevails seems of late to 
have taken the form of a general convic­ 
tion that a radical change 4n the system 
of taxation is Accessary. I spoke with 
Michael Davitt in a number of places, 
and found that the single tax idea had 
already taken a strong hold on the Irish 
people. 
"In France an organization has been 
formed, with M. Tobeau as secretary, 
the membership of which is rapidly 
spreading, and the single tax plan is 
gaining adherents. In Denmark, Swe­ 
den and Norway clubs have been formed, 
and there is a considerable demand for 
my book. 
“In theUnited States the rapid progrese 
of the single tax idea does not show bo 
much in the organizing of adherents, as 
it does in its gradual adoption by public 
sentiment.

N otwithstanding the drawbacks which 
our orange growers have had to contend 
w ith from the scale, the crop this year 
h as been large in quantity and fine in 
quality. 
A few m onths ago everybody 
predicted that the output this year would 
be far less than th at of any previous 
year. I t was supposed that the ravages 
of the scale had been so great and so 
wide-spread that the effect would be 
m arkedly perceptible when we came 
to 
ship 
the 
season’s 
crop. 
Yet 
w hat is the fact? The shipm ents for the 
season will exceed by over one thousand 
carloads those of any previous year. And 
this has been tie case in spite of the fact 
th at some of oar most famoas grow­ 
ers in S&n Gabriel valley have produced 
hardly any m arketable crop at all on ac­ 
count of the scale. W hile all these trees 
are now free from the pest and in vigor­ 
ous health, yet the vedolia came too late 
to save this year’s crop. 
Next year the 
San Gabriel orchards will return to their 
normal yield, and add their im portant 
quota to the orange * production of the 
section. 
The astonishing result of this year’6 
yield of oranges, is due to the fact that a 
great many new orchards, planted out 
several years ago, cam e into bearing. 
The num ber of trees that have reached 
th is stage the present Eeason must have 
been far greater than any one had 
dream ed,of, or the crop could not have 
reached the formidable proportions re­ 
corded. From this time on, new orchards 
will come into bearing all over the south­ 
ern section of the State, and we may look 
for a very rapid increase in the yield. 
But the present year will mark an era 
in the planting out of orange trees. It is 
estim ated that not less than a million 
young trees will be planted in the five 
southern counties this season. If only 
fifty per cent, of these reach maturity, 
the 
addition 
to 
our 
power 
of 
production 
will 
be 
prodigious. 
In one small district alone—Pomona— 
over one hundred thousand trees have 
been imported from Florida, and all cur 
home nurseries are multiplying their 
■tock at an unprecedented rate. 
There is no danger that this profitable 
business will be overdone. 
Our oranges 
reach the Eastern m aikets at a time 
when they have the field almost to them­ 
selves. The Florida crop is abont ex­ 
hausted when the Southern California 
crop puts in its appearance, and conse­ 
quently the prices now obtained by oar 
growers will be maintained. No doubt 
consumers will pay less for their citrus 
fruit a few years hence than they do now. 
B ut che reduction will not come out of 
the pockets of the planters; the rates of 
transportation will come down, and the 
enormous profits of the middlemen will 
be forced below what they now are. The 
priceo paid for oranges on the trees this 
year have been satisfactory. 
These 
prices represent a return to the orauge- 
grower which pays him handsomely. 
Indeed there are few growths the soil 
can be put to that will pay better than 
th e orange tree. The planter can count 
upon from $100 to $200 net returns from 
every acre, and we know of nothing that 
will 
pay 
better 
than 
a 
well- 
kept orange orchard. 
If an indus­ 
trious man with thirty or forty acres 
planted to oranges will carefully cul­ 
tivate his soil and keep his trees free 
from vermin, he can run these figures 
up to a far higher notch. 
Mr. A. B. 
C hapm an, of 6an Gabriel, m ade the ex­ 
perim ent one year of paying his personal 
attention to five selected acres of oraDge 
trees. 
He fertilized the ground with 
bone dust, kept the trees clear of all 
pests, irrigated them according to tbe 
beet methods, and gave them the utm ost 
care possible in every respect. 
W hat 
was the result? 
He realized from the 
oranges produced from those five acres 
th a t year a net profit oí $500 per acre! 
This proves very conclusively the value 
of small orange orchards under the careful 
cultivation of individuals over the large 
plantations; and it ought to be taken as 
a dem onstrated proposition th at the man 
who will plant out tw enty or thirty acres 
to orange trees, and give them his undi 
vided attention, is the man who will in a 
few years have a competency. 
There is 
the opportunity for thousands of heads 
of families to place them selves in this 
advantageous position in this county.

For sand of a quality not 
as fine as could be crushed from these 
mountains, the Pitt6burg manufacturer 
is obliged to pay $20 a ton. 
Im ­ 
mense quantities of gypsum 
and of 
this invaluable glass eand would in ordi­ 
nary countries be sufficient to constitute 
great attractions to business men and 
investors, but it takes a long tim a to de­ 
velop anything in Los Angeles. But in 
some of the mountain canons adjoining 
the Soledad, aod on the m ountain tops, 
there are quartz lodes and gold placeres 
of exceptional richness. Descending the 
cañón to Newhall we come upon the 
splendid oil measures of the Pico C jfion, 
which ramify off into V entura county, 
It is somewhat unfortunate th a t we have 
to look for the development of all these 
sources ol wealth to strangers, but the 
intelligent etranger is to the fore, all the 
same, and he is coming here in larger 
numbers than ever before.

a short distance of these

“ Honest government xwould profit by 
it,” said Mr. Cleveland, “ and eo would 
a really worthy cause.

ing the accounts of the Rev. Dr. Charles 
O’Reilly, treasurer of the Irish National 
League of America. 
Our sessions were 
held with open doors, free to the public 
and repreeentatives of tbe press. 
Your 
committee then proceeded in the work 
in hand. We found a model system of 
books kept by the treasurer, consisting 
of a cash book in which the daily re­ 
ceipts of moneys were entered, giving 
the name of the party remitting, the 
name of the organization (if any) raising 
the money, and the date and name of 
th e ; lace from which the remittance came 
The ca?h book was also rnled with 
columnp, showing the various funds into 
which the remittances were divided, 
with cross references to tbe ledger, where 
each fund was posted in detail. These 
various columns were footed up and 
carefully tested without finding any in­ 
accuracy. 
The credit side of the cash 
book shows all disbursements and re 
mittances and for what purposes in detail. 
Your committee also found the ledger 
arranged alphabetically in the order of 
States and counties, with a complete in­ 
dex, and for convenient reference in 
this ledger, the treasurer had grouped 
tbe receipts so that the sums received 
from all sources could be seen and ex­ 
amined in any method suggested by the 
committee. 
We examined each account 
with care, comparing the same with 
letters of remittances and other sources 
of information, in order to test its ac­ 
curacy. 
We also compared in detail 
the accounts with tbe credit side of 
the-cash book and the original vouchers 
of expenses, and we report that in each 
instance we found the correspondence 
complete and requisite, and satisfactory 
vouchers on file for every expenditnie. 
The reports for money sent to Ireland in 
each instance ufare signed by Joseph G. 
Biggar, M. P., G. Harrington, M. P., or 
Joseph E. Kenny, M P., or by two of these 
gentlemen, and bearing upon their faceB 
unequivocal evidence of their authen­ 
ticity, including the internal revenue 
stam p of the British Government. 
The reverend treasurer then submitted 
bis letter books to the inspectoin of your 
committee, in w hLh we found lettors 
written by him and his assistaut on ail 
subjects o f league concern. These bocks 
contain impreeBiop copies of 
receipts 
for rem ittances and an historical narra­

the league for

HENRY GEORGE. 


He Speaks Upon the Social 
Problem. 


A LARGE INTERESTED ACDIENCE 


An Outline of His Rem arks—He Will 
Answer Questions Tonight— 
The Single Tax. 


Tha capacity of Illinois hall was tested 
to the utmost last evening by the Urge 
audience which assembled to hear Henry 
George on the “ Social Problem.” All 
the available space wae filled iu with 
chairs, and nearly every seat was occu 
pied. About 1,000 people were present 
who listened with rapt attention during 
the hour and three-quarters that the lec­ 
turer spoke, and frequently punctuated 
his sentences with enthusiastic applause 
At a little after 8, Ralph E. Hoyt, the 
president cf the Illinois Club, under 
whose auspices the lecture was given, 
rose and introduced Mr. George with a 
few brief but appropriate remarks. The 
Speaker of the evening was greeted with 
lcng and continuous applause. He said : 
My first es?ay in speaking was in South 
ern California. They dubbed me Colonel, 
and when I objected they called me 
Professor. The chairman tonight seems 
to have carried out the practice by call 
ing me honorable. I ran once for the 
Legislature, and if I had been elected I 
suppose I might still have been called 
honorable. [Laughter.] I regret that I 
could not get here last night. 
For nearly ten years I have been 
where California seems very far off—in 
Europe and the East; but when I re­ 
turned to see its green fields in winter I 
felt again that it v as what the early set­ 
tlors called it, God's own country. We 
all take pleasure in seeing such growth 
as has taken place here in Loe Angeles. 
Yet the chauge from the village to the 
city is not without its darker side. Is it 
goiDg to be easier for the man to make 
his living who has nothing but his 
labor to moke it with? In the very cen­ 
ter of wealth there appears want and 
destitution unknown in earlier days. I 
wonder if you have been exempt from 
that misfortune. Here comes the social 
problem. You m iy see it in all tho 
great cities of this country and Europe. 
I met this afternoon an old friend of 
mine. Colonel Ayers, of the H ekald, 
and I asked him about an old printer we 
had known, one of the fairest and most 
honorable men who ever lived. He told 
how ho had become old and unable 
to work and how some of his friends 
went to a millionaire and to others to 
raise money to keep the old man through 
hie declining years. How many men 
are there who, if they happen to live be­ 
yond their time of useful labor, will have 
to be supported by thosé who have been 
more fortunate in life! 
All over our couutrv we find an in­ 
creasing class thit must be supported by 
charity. Year after year we go on build­ 
ing prisons, pauper houses and asylums 
for an increasing ratio of criminals, pau­ 
pers and insane. There is today a greater 
average of activity and intelligence than 
ever before existed. 
Yet the great 
masses of our people must work hard 
merely to live—must work hard and 
think it a boon to have work. There are 
all over the United States thousands of 
men anxious to work but unable to find 
an opportunity. What is the reason for 
all this? 
Now, we who rail ourselves single tax 
men say that there is a clear and a com­ 
plete explanation of this, and a remedy. 
We say that all wo k is but the chang 
ing in combination of materials which 
are furnished by nature out of the earth 
Whereas all men alike need land, and 
must have it in order to live, we have 
made the posses-ion of land the exclu­ 
sive right of some portion of the people. 
There is a great ciaes which is disin­ 
herited and refused a right to the land 
which they must have in order to live 
To this we trace all the difficulties of 
the present time. 
No one dares assert that some men 
have originally a better right to land than 
others. 
The individual possession of 
land is necessary to its best use. Until 
this is secured, civilization is impossible. 
No one will plant an orchard unless he 
may pick its fruit. Now, is it poesiblo to 
divide land up so as to give to each an 
equal share. It is not necessary to secure 
equality in the use of land that each 
man should be given his share. Even if 
that could be done, a fresh division 
would 
have to be made every 
year. But if we cannot divide the 
land we can use for public purposes 
the revenue drawn from land. That 
is the method which we single tax men 
propose. We call ourselves this that our 
name may suggest not our ultimate aim, 
but our method. We propose, through 
the method of taxation,to take that valne 
which attaches to land through the 
general growth and 
improvement 
which John Stuart Mill calls the un­ 
earned increment, for common use, and 
abolish all taxes which now rest upon 
enterprise and thrift. 
We have good need for more wealth 
What a stupid thing.that we should tax 
the production of wealth. Take that sys­ 
tem of tariff taxation, miscalled protec­ 
tion. We are taxing people for bringing 
wealth into the country. Industry and 
thrift wo say are good thiDgs. Yet if one 
mau be industrious and thrifty and an­ 
other idle, down comes the State on the 
first man and forces him to pay taxes, 
and the more work he does the more tax 
he must pay. We used to tax dogs be­ 
cause there’were too many of them. Do 
we tax horses for the same reason? We 
have taxed our ships off the high seas. 
To tax capital is either to drive it away 
or compel the man who uses what it 
produces to pay more for it. You may 
tax land values all you please, bat it will 
not be any the less valuable to the man 
who needs it. Then the speculator 
who is holding land idle must pay as 
much as the industrious farmer who has 
put his labor into his land. 
What is the labor problem? It is this 
surplus element of workers compelling 
those who have labor to form combina- 
ations to keep out labor competition. 
Work is the exertion necessary to sup­ 
ply the things which humau want de­ 
mands. 
Is there any lack of this 
want? 
Right in the place where labor­ 
ers cannot secure work there is the great­ 
est want. We talk of over-production. 
How can there be such a thing? T< o 
many shoes, when children go barefoot; 
too much dry goods, when people most 
wear old clothes? All productive work is 
but the changing in matter and form of 
the elements from the land. Labor creates 
nothing. It brings forth from the earth. 
All productive work is bnt the union of 
labor with land. Labor is going to waste 
today, bnt everywhere you may see un­ 
used land. We are sixty-five millions cf 
people scattered over a country that 
cugnt to support one thousand million" 


Yet it seems as if there were too many 
here. Although there is everywhere un­ 
used land, there is no place where labor 
goes to make land productive but the 
speculator gees also, not to produce, but 
to reap what he has not sown, by making 
an artificial scarcity of laüd. 
Take that great city of New York, the 
metropolis of the country. It is the cen­ 
ter of American wtalth. Of that great 
population only four per cent, live in 
separate houses. Sixty-five per cent, 
live two families or more to odo floor. 
Hundreds of thousands are crowded to­ 
gether eo closely that they have not 
room nor air enough. 
Why don’t 
they build mere houses? Not because 
there is not labor enough nor capital 
enough, and not because there is uotland 
enough. Not more than one-half of tiie 
ltnd in the incorporate limits is in use 
It is held by those who grow rich on the 
improvements made by others. How 
would the single tux affect it? It would 
do away with the tax which now rests on 
the builders of houses and on the mate­ 
rials that enter into their making. But I 
need not tulk of New York to people who 
have ench good object-lessono about 
them. ^ You are just recovering from a 
boom in which you marked out this 
whole valley into town lots. It was a 
system of gambling, worse than faro. The 
gambler merely wastes his time, but the 
speculator prevents the use of valuable 
land. 
We single tax men do not say that 
what we propose is the cure for all human 
ills. We believe that other reforms are 
needed as well. But until we make the 
basis of society fair and true by prevent­ 
ing the monopolizing cf whvt is the 
basis to all life and production there is 
no other reform that can accomplish 
anything. 
Nothing can be done to solve the labor 
question until this fundamental wrong is 
righted. 
The relation between men 
aud the land upon which they live is the 
fundamental question. 
The men on 
whom the taxes fall are not the rich, but 
those of moderate wealth. 
The taxes we would abolish aTe those 
which take from the individual what he 
produces by his own effort for himself. 
The tax we would impose is one upon the 
value produced on the land by the work 
of the whole community, and we would 
use the revenue for the whole commu­ 
nity. We do not hope to chaDge human 
nature, but we propose to give the good 
in human nature a chance. We preach 
the doctrine of fair play. 
At the conclusion of the lecture Mr. 
Hoit announced that Mr. George wouid 
speak again tonight, and an opportunity 
would be given to those interested in the 
Bubject to ask him questions.

At tho close of his address, Mr. George 
was waited upon by a committee of the 
association, which escorted him to the 
Holienbeck restaurant, where a sump­ 
tuous banquet had been prepared in his 
honor.

The victories of E . J. Baldwin, called 
“ Lucky” for the sake of brevity, have 
alw ays been popular with Eaastern race­ 
goers, because the stable has alw ays run 
to w in, and the backers of the Santa 
A nita horses have always been pure of a 
run for their money. 
W henever the 
M altese cross was in front th e cheers 
were loudest, w hile such could not be 
said of 
the Haggin colors, especially 
w hen M urphy and Spellman had charge 
of the D el Paso horses. 
For this reason 
Loe A ngeles has a sort of moth rly inter­ 
est in th e victories of the Santa Anita 
horses. 
Here were foaled Volante, Sil­ 
ver Cloud, Lucky B ., Gano, Grismerand 
Fallen Leaf, all nags that made the name 
of California famous abroad. 
The rumor is that the Emperor of Nor­ 
folk, unquestionably the greatest three- 
year-old that has ever raced in America, 
is to be pulled out from his retirement to 
the harem and again placed in training. 
W hether his leg will stand the sort of 
work necessary to bring him to a great 
race, is one of the things yet to be dem­ 
onstrated. 
It is not likely he could 
escape th e eye of the imndicapper aad 
equetz* into a rich stake with anything 
on 
him 
but 
a genuine staggerer. 
Again, 
it 
is 
qnestionable 
whether 
any 
new 
victories 
would 
increase 
h is 
value 
as 
a 
breeding 
horse. 
H e 
is 
the 
only horse 
that ever 
won all three of the great 3 -year-old 
events at Chicago, and that proves him 
unquestionably the superior of Volante, 
Favor, Spokane and Silver Cloud, espe­ 
cially when it is considered that he won 
with an accumulation of penalties. Cob- 
seqsently his reappearance on the turf 
ie one of those cases where he has every­ 
thing to lose and nothirg to gain. 
The prevailing idea ie that Mr. Bald­ 
win m ade a great mistake in not leaving 
this famous celt and Volante at the 
E ast, where they could stand for larger 
figures than in California, and fill the 
Santa Anita stud with an importation 
either from England or Australia. 
Tne 
latter horses are preferable, as haying 
better bone, generally speaking, besides 
which they are matured in a damp cli­ 
mate ana not addicted to “roaring.” 
Mr. Haggin has already led the way by 
importing one stallion from Australia 
and another from New Z ealand; and the 
fact that out of six Sir Modred colts tried 
last year four proved to be stake-win- 
ners, should have set the m illionaire of 
Santa A nita to studying which foreign 
croes would be m ost desirable to suc­ 
ceed the once famous Grinstead, now 
slowly waning into senility, with Ruth­ 
erford a downright failure. 
The truth is that the SaDta Anita stud is 
overcharged with the blood of Lexing 
ton. 
Grismtead and the Emperor are 
descendants of this family through the 
m ale line, while Gano, Verano 
and 
Rutherford have it on the dam ’s side. 
The daughters of Grimstead have been 
bred to Rutherford, and his daughters 
have in turn been mated with the Em ­ 
peror of Norfolk. 
All this means de­ 
terioration of the once famous stud, 
which still boasts the best mares in 
America and which should have at least 
one stallion fully equal to them . 
The 
cheers that greeted the victories of Vo­ 
lante, 8ilver Cloud and the Emperor are 
not likely to be heard in the future, un­ 
less there is a change of sexes and that 
right speedily. 
Santa Anita needs new 
blood. 
Hon. J. L. Rose says that he will turn 
his special attention hereafter to the 
breeding of thoroughbreds. 
Trotting 
stock, which has been so largely in 
favor for many ye&rB, is becoming a glut 
in the market. * Some of the best trotters 
are bred up from common stock, and 
many of the most noted in the list of 
wonders were without pedigree. 
Occi­ 
dent will ba readily recalled as belong­ 
ing to what may be termed the foundling 
tribe. 
But trotting has received a black 
eye from the jockeying practices which 
that mode of racing seem s to encourage.
